rushed fnto the engine room as stated,
the euginesr not having timo even to
stoure hishat.  In anafmost inevedibly
ahotrt spaee of time the entive works
were one mpss of flames extending up
tho breaker, which I8 sltupted on the
glde hill, fifty or sixty feet higher (han
the Bloomsburg TV, traclk aod running
down theernckernnd picker rooms and
chiutes, to the treak.

The fire when thus In fall progress,
was grand beyond deseription,  lmng-
